IN PHILIPPINES 


Murder Wave Stirs Fears 
of Officials 
“Picture Thrillers” Held 

Islands Prosperous With 
Growing Exports 


(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
(Copyright, 1923, Public Ledger.) 

MANILA, Feb. 24.—A wave of 
murder rnd robbery is spreading 
over the chief cities of the Philip- 
pine Islands as the holiday season 
comes to a close. 

A judge of the court of first 
instance was murdered in Manila 
and two secret service men seri- 
ously wounded in a fight with 
bandits, one of whose number was 
killed by the judge before he fell 
mortally wounded. 

On the game night a short 
distance from Manila another 
armed band held up a truck 
with Chimese and Filipino pas- 


sengers, robbing them at the point 
of a gun. 


PISTOL LAW FAILS 

From lloilo and Cebu to the 
south, and from Vigan to the 
north, come increasing reports of 
activity on the part of armed 
bands, who appear plentifully sup- 
plied with firearms, despite the 
law prohibiting their possession 
except upon license approved by 
the police authorities. Most of 
the weapons, investigation de- 
velops, have been stolen during the 
last year from those who 
legally entitled to possess them. 

In the Manila affair, which re- 
sulted in the death of the judge, 
an ex-captain of the Philippine 
Constabulary is implicated, and 
he is held in solitary confinement 
by the police, who believe that his 
has been the master mind direct- 
ing the gangs _of marauders which 
have been terrorizing the people 
in the vicinity of this city. The 
dead bandit has been identified as 
& murderer who escaped appre- 
hension by police and constabu- 
lary for nearly two years, while 
the pistol which he used to wound 
one of the secret service men was 
stolen in a robbery in Cavite 


The local press, particularly the 
Filipino papers, comments upon 
the situation-as a result of some 
of the “motion-picture thrillers” 
being imported into the islands 
from the United States and Eu- 
rope, and has in several instances 
made no effort to conceal the 
opinion that the police forces of 
the government are incapable of 
handling a situation that is all the 
time growing more serious.

Earlier in 
the year it became apparent that 
the supposed five years’ sugar sur- 
plus in the American market would 
disappear before late fall, and 
prices for the current milling 
crop began to jump to «a basis 
where it was possible for the pro- 
ducer to market at a reasonable 
profit. In fact, so much has the 
sugar situation now improved that 
it is estimated by the bankers that 
during 1923 the centrale indebted 
to them will be able, in addition 
to meeting all expenses incident 
to improvements that ere neces- 
sary and fixed charges, to pay off 
no leas than 3,500,000 pesetas in 
principal.

BAKERSFIELD, Feb. 25.—Ac- 


tivities in the petroleum industry 
of thie State showed a much 
healthier tone in January than in 
any other month for some time 
back, as a perusal of the latest 
report of the American Petroleum 
Institute will show. 

The total production of crude 
for the State last month was 
16,457,445 barrels, produced by 
9077 wells, an increase over the 
month previous of 1,030,635 bar- 
rem as well as an increase of 161 
in the number of producing wells. 
During January seventy-eight wells 
were added to the preduction list, 
with dn initial daily output of 
102,739 barrels, compared to esixty- 
four welis Tinished in December, 
having a yield of 62,333 barrels 
dally to start. 

At the end of the month stock 
on hand was 62,633,588 barrels, an 
increase of 1,450,660 barrels. 


VALLEY SHOWS GAIN 


_ ‘The San Joaquin Valley contrib- 
uted largely to the increased ac- 
tivity in the industry, the daily 
average output growing 3330 bar- 
rels over the month before. The 
total output for the fields of Cen- 
tral California amounted to 4,748,-

Paderewshi 
Triumphs in His 
Second Program 


Tf one were to ask who is the 
most universally loved person in 
the world today. the qhery would 
bring to mind a long list of states- 


men, ministers, rulers, writers and don 


artists. Such a person would need 
be a ‘universalist, in a sense, at. 
east, and would possess all the. 
finer and higher qualities, as well 
having rergiered to the world a 
great service. A hasty mental re- 
view—a quick process of elimina- 
tion and one probably finds no one 
who is the idol of so many peo- 
ple in so many nations, so univer- 
sally ioved and admired in such a 
multitude of ways, as Ignace Jan 
Paderewski, the famous pianist, 
who at Philharmonic Auditorium 
piayed yesterday afternoon to «a 
crowded house which rang with 
cheers and applause at é¢very num- 


For more than a quarter of a 
century critics and music lovers 
everywhere have agreed that Pad- 
ereweski could play the piano bet- 
ter than anybody else. After some 
six years of statesmanship he still 
evidences mastery in everything 
which he renders. 

The program was long and 
heavy, and there were many en- 
cores. Nobility, understanding, 
sympathy. tenderness, majesty and 
love, in fact every emotion was put 
into “is music. One feels that for 
all his friends and popularity, 
cthrouth all his infirmities end pa- 
triotiem, he loves his music bet- 
ter than anything élea in the 
world.

SENNETT’S GETTING 
BETTER DAY BY DAY 


Jan. 17, 1880, there was born in 
the little village of Danville, Que- 
bec, a personage who became a 
king. His name ls Mack Sennett 
and the kingdom he rules is the 
kingdom of mirth. 

Sennett went into musical com- 
edy when a boy. He has a deau- 
titul voice, which is now never 
used except in singing out his di- 
rections to the ‘Sennett beauties 
thet adorn his comedies. From 
the stage he turned to the screen 
under Biograph. In 1912 he or- 
ganized his own company and his 
success since then is too well 
krown to require any comment.
